A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 9-11, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lyes. 

Lyes discloses a catch basin connected to a riser having a housing (14) with a 
debris trap (10) supported by a shoulder (19) of the housing, where the housing has a 
tapered configuration, and with a grated cover (26) as claimed. 

3. Claims 4, 8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lyes in view of Loffler. 

Claims 4, 8 and 12 differ from Lyes in recitation of the trap having apertures at 
the rim. It is known to place apertures in the rim of a trap, as exemplified by Loffler 
(58). It would therefore have been obvious for one skilled in the art to place the 
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apertures at the rim of the trap of Lyes, instead of in a central portion, as a result 
effective variable, depending on how deep one wishes to make the trap water level. 

4. Claims 1-3, 5, 9-11 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Vaudell. 

Vaudell discloses a catch basin connected to a riser having a housing (13) with a 
debris trap (12), with an aperture for water (the opening of the pipe 11), where the 
housing has a tapered configuration, and with a grated cover (24) as claimed. 

5. Claims 1, 3, 5 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C; 102(b) as being 
anticipated by McGhee. 

McGhee discloses a catch basin connected to a riser having a housing (11) with a 
debris trap (12), with an aperture for water (33), and with a grated cover (13) as claimed. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. Other references of interest include Rogers, Su, Houk, 
Arneson, and Schodde.
